Gaols As Crime 
Chart Rises 


Although Government decided 
against an amnesty for prisoners 
‘on Coronation Day, it is dis- 
closed in the annual report of the 
Superintendent of Prisons, tabled 
in Legislative Council this after- 
noon, that 1,063 prisoners were 
released last year before expira- 
tion of their sentences, 


In the past four years, 3,325 pri- 
soners have ‘been . released in this 
fashion, Action of this nature has 
been forced on Government by the 
large increase in crime tind conse- 
quent overcrowding of prisons. 

Even with the completion of the 
new Stanley Prison, Government is 
faced .with overcrowding, ond it Is 
possible that Lal Chi Kok Prison will 
have to be re-opened. 

The annual. report was. the last 
made by Mr. J. W, Franks, Superin- 
tendent of Prisons, before his depar- 
ture on retirement, 

He discloses that there were a 
record number of whippings by order, 
of the Courts last year. - 

Punishments for breaches: of prison 
discipline was also on a more liberal 
scale than’ in past years, 430 punlsh- 
‘ments being warded os compared 
with 324 in ‘the previous year. Cor- 
poral punishment was inflicted in’ 13 
cases for prison offences.

Trade policy was discussed by Mr. 
Walter Runciman, President of the 
Board of Trade, in the House of 
Commons to-night. He made re- 
ference to negotiatlons for an Anglo- 
American trade agreement. 

Defending the tariff system intro- 
duced in 1931 and 1032, he ‘said he 
would Hke to. emphasise his vicw:. 
firstly that if you carry tariffs too 
far they become madness; secondly, 
that if you attempt to dispense with 
them In a world which has: adopted 
them as a‘ fixed’ policy you reduce 
your bargalning facilities and you 
are ‘bound to suffer—and the United 
Kingdom in fhis respect would 
suffer more, perhaps, than~ any 
country in the world, ‘He was pre-. 
pared to agree that any from of pre- 
ference ndopted might ‘be- subject, if 
necessary, to alteration ‘to, suit 
changed conditions: © : 
."In’ making a new survey of “the 
world, as we are doing, we will not 
overlook the fact that there is more 
than one way in which preference 
can be applied; but we must not-be 
asked to abnndon the, preference 
system which -[s-now an- -essential 
part of out..Imperial policy. We 
‘cannot abandon it and do-not scek 
to abandon Ih" ee!

Telegraph. The following is x more detailed report. : 


“In aecordince with the first of our 
terms of reference we heve made a 
very close examination of the present 
financial position of the University, 
On the. assumption that the subsidy 
from the publle- funds of the Colony 
can be malntained at its present figure 
of $350,000 per annum, and on’ the 
further. assumption that the income 
from fees. will remain at its present 
figure of about $200,000 we may say 
at once that the existing position Is 
not unsatisfactory. - 

“The only other considerable source 
‘ot income is, of course, the interest 
on the endowment funds (in ‘which 
for convenience we have Included 
certain special benefactions), and these 
Sn the immediate future may be ex~ 
pected {fo yield. nearly $440,000 per 
annum. : : 

“With the economics now In‘ force 
the total running expenses of the Uni- 
versity come to only a few thousand 
dollars over $1,000,000; and it will be 
seen from this that, for ‘once In its 
existence, there is no need for she 
University to panic.

“We cannot but think that finan- 

| elally ie University has in the past

“As regards the endowment funds, 
“more than one half of the, inceme 
comes from sterling, securities which 
we are satisNed are good. Of the 
balance approximately one-third comes 
from Hongkong investments and {woe 
thirds from Shanghat — investments. 
In each case mortgages fcrm the pre- 
dominant factor, and we cannot con~ 
sider, In present circumstances, that 
‘such a form of investment, espcclully 
Jn the case of Shunghal mortgages, is 
ag safe as we should desire. 

“wThe. present book value-of the total 
endowment fund investments is just 
over ten million dollars; and we con- 
sider that it, would be prudent to 
‘anticipate, no$ an appreciation in the 
capital value, but rather a gradual 
decline in the total yield-to the ‘gilt- 
edged’ bisis of about 34 per cent. 

_ Tf this anticipation ‘4s justified the

As 
it was the duty of the Navy to Iseep 
open the trade routes and communica- 
tions of the Empire it was essential 
that the Navy should be able to 
carry you that duly in both the 
Eastern ond Western hemispheres. 
He emphasised the need for that be- 
cause thero was a risk, when the pro- 
blems of Europe were so much in 
thelr minds, of forgetting that we 
were an oceanic empire, whose com- 


munications extended from one end} 


of the world to the other, e 

He ended his specch by declaring 
that a strong British Navy to-day, 
whose history showed that it had s0 
Often been used.as.a great instrument 
of peace and humanity, whose func- 
tion was to provide against sudden 
and aggressive offences, whose ob- 
Jective if was to keep open the peace- 
ful trade routes of the world, could 
be “one of the’ greatest obstacles

According. to section 8 “U)- of the 
Ordinance the ‘Vice-Chancellor ‘shall 
bo ‘the chtef administrative onlcer 
ofrthe Universtty, and shall have 
such powers and duties as the Coun- 
cil shall assign to him.' So far as 


}Wwe tre aware the Council has never 


defincd those powers or those duties 
and the Statutes are silent’ on this 
point, It would Indeed seem that 
dils statutory powers are Iimited to 
single vote, liable fo be overruled, 
‘by ‘the majority, in| Senate, Councll 
and Court, We would’ suggest that 
he should be given definite authority 
to give orders to his stall and such 
statutory powers as would ensure,

"As: regards the Senate, we are 
strongly of the opinion that its 
Gphere should be rigidly confined to 
ucodemlc matters and that, all clse 
should be Hable to be ruled, under 
Statue, tq be out of order. 

“Even though the question may in 
practice only very rarely arise we 
consider that the present almost in- 
vulnerable status of members of: the 
staff ensured by Statute 17 of the 
Ordinance might casily be dungecrous, 
The machinery for removing an in- 
competent Jecturer, for example, 


whatever may be the, terms of his|’ 


original agreement, seems, to us to 
be unnecessarily cumbrous under 
that Statute; and we consider that 
the publicity entalled by the exist- 
ingg necessity of taking such a case 
before a body such os the full Court 
is undesirable. The individual con- 
cerned must be fully‘entitled to 
wppeal against any such decision; 
but ‘the decision, we are satisficd, 
should originally lle with the Coun- 
efi, or even wvith the Vice-Chancellor 
subject to the Council's confirmation. 

“A fucther point under the same 
Statute presents itself,. Apart from 
or something like criminal 
misconduct, the only ‘Good Cause’ 
which can be shown seems to be 
the rather vague ‘actual Incapacity,’ 
(We do not fully understand — the 
meaning of this term but it ‘scems 
at least arguable that incompctence; 
éndolence, indiscipline, and a number 
of other undesirable characteristics 
could never be quoted as a grounds 
for removal. We consider that this 
should be remedied and that no 
smember-of-the-stafl-should-feel- that 
he fs invulncrable untll retiring age. 

“The perlodical election of Deans

FORMER HK. 
MAN DIES 


MR. DAVID: MUIR FOR 
MANY YEARS IN .EAST 


News has just been received that 
Mr, David Mulr, for many years 
employed on the China’ coast and 
afterwards associated . with the 
Hongkong and China Gos Com- 
pany, pnssed away at his re- 
sidence, “Kowloon,” Eldersiie, Ren- 
frewshire, on May 13. ; 

His death followed a serious illness 
of some three, months, Mr. Mulr dicd 
wt the age of 64, precisely lve years 
after his retirement from nective life 
and his-return to Scotland, : 

The Inte Mr. Muir will be remem- 
bered by o host of friends ns o former 
chief engineer on the China coast, 
and later as belng attached to the 
engincering ‘staff of the Hongkong 
and China Gas Company. He 
retired from the service of this com- 
pany In the spring of 1932, having 
joined the company in 1914, 

An ardent lawn bowler, Mr, Muir 
regularly skipped rinks at the Kow- 
loon Bowling Green Club. Upon hils 
return to Scotland, he joined the 
Eldersiic Bowling Club ond maintain- 
ed on active interest In the game un- 
til avertaken by Ulness. *

Accused pleaded not guilty to caus- 
ing the death of Tsang Wul, 50, pig 
breeder, who lived jn an unnumbered 
hut near the Ho Wong Temple, Kow- 
loon City, by kicking him in. the 
stomach on March 23. 


- The. Hon. Mr. Leo D'Almnda, _in- 
structed by Mr. D. McCallum, | ap- 
peared for accused, and Mr. M. J. 
Abbott, Assistant Crown Soligitor, 
represented the prosecution.

In his outline of the case, Mr. 
Abbott said Tsang Wul, and his. 
family had lived in the Colony for 
10 years but had only moved to their 
last address six-weeks beford his 
death, On the morning, of March 
23, Tsang Wui followed his usual 
custom after feeding the pigs, of go- 
ing to 2 waste plece of ground in 
Boundary Street where he used to 
colicct scraps from the hawkers’ stalls 
for his animals, He sat near the 
atall kept by Pun Kau and Tsang 
Wul’s son, Tsang Choi. Affer a 
while, accused approached and be- 
gan questioning Tsang Chol. He 
also opened his jacket ond searched 
him. Tsang Choi asked accused 
what the-time was and accused clvil- 
ly replied 1145 am. Tsang Wul 
interjected here by informing the 
constable {hat his son was slightly 
deaf and thereupon, without another 
word or act, accused Kicked him in 
the stomach and walked away. Ac- 
cused reached home with dificulty. 
He had been knocked trom hig sitting 
position and found that he necded «a 
pole to help him reach home. 


CRAWLED INTO HUT 


Ho Mul, mother of Tsang Wui’s 
wife Au Lin, saw him crawl into the 
hut on his hands aid knees and she 
fetched Au Lin who reported the 
matter to the police. A detective was 
sent wlong and in consequence of 
what he saw and Tsang Wul told him, 
tool ‘him to hospital: He was: there 
found to be suffering from an inter- 
nal: haemorrhage for which. an {m- 
mediate operation was necessary. 
The operation showed that the spleen 
was enlarged owing t6 chronic matn- 
ria. It was also ruptured in a man- 
ner that suggested violence, At 
9 pm. the ‘sume’ day, Tsang 
Wul identified accused and. the next 
day similar identification. was made. 
by. Pun Kau and Tsang Choi. Sub- 
Inspector Langley, Duty Officer at 
Kowloon City palice station where 
Au Lin made her report, established 
that the alleged incident happened 
on accused's beat and: recalled him. 
In reply to Sub-Inspector Langley, 
accused had denied having .trouble 
-with hawkers that-morning or-haying- 
struck one. 


The fact that no bruise was scen 
on the body dt the hospital was ac- 
counted for by Dr, Luic who would 
say that the soft parts of the body 
such as the stomach would not retain 
the bruise in some cases. There was 
such a thing.as spontancous rupture 
of a spleen but there was no questian 
of-that here, -The post mortem exa- 
mination shawed that death was due 
to a ruptured spleen, -hacmmorhuge 
and shock. 


There was no justification for, the 
assault, continued Mr.’ Abbott, Tsang 
Wui was not even rude and accused's 
tone was normal, The jury would 
have to decide whether deceased died 
ns a result of an unlawful act, and 
whether accused committed that act.
